They intended to act up- 
on the original edict and assume all re- 
sponsibility, and they would ignore the 
later decree forbidding them to sign the 
note. 


"In view of this provision," the corre- 


spondent asked, "are you justified in 
signing the treaty?" 


Earl Li replied: "We attach more im- 


portance to the . first part of the edict, 
approving the 12 articles, and will act 
upon that whatever the consequences 
may be to us.'* 


"But if the ministers should ask wheth- 


er in signing the treaty you had the ap- 
proval of your government what would 
yon say?" 


'•We would refer to the first edict, 


which we consider justifies us in sign- 
ing." 


"'But if yonr government should sustain 


the last edict, forbidding you to sign the 
treaty, and should refuse to ratify it aft- 
er yonr signatures had been attached, 
what then?" 


"Then the consequences would be with 


them and not with us. We have ful- 
filled our full duty. We warned our em- 
peror in our telegram of yesterday that 
we should never again have the offer of 
such easy terms and that hostilities will 
no doubt be resumed if the first edict is 
withdrawn." 


"But for your own safety should you 


not hesitate to sign the treaty uniil you 
hove received a reply to your telegram?" 


'•\Ve will not hesitate too long. 
We 


mil assume all responsibility for the 
good of the country."

He was born in 
Newbur#, Yt.. in 18'-4 and was a mem- 
ber of the Xew York state assembly at 
the beginning of the civil war.

Halifax, Jan. 9.—A salute of cannon 


roared a welcome last night to the- Cana- 
dian soldiers returning from Africa. 
The 


overdue transport Itoslyn Castle, with 
SCO volunteer troops on board, was re- 
ported off Camperdown at S o'clock. The 
steamer left Table Bay Dee. 13. 


The forces comprise both battalions of 


the Canadian mounted rides and the Ca- 
nadian artillery who took part in th<- re- 
lief of Mafekins. 
They constituted the 


second Canadian contingent and left Hal- 
it'ux a year ago with a total strength of 
1.320 in all ranks. Many were invalided 
home sick, US were killed or died from 
disease and 48 were wonuded in action. 
The only Canadians remaining in Africa 
are Strathcona's horse, and that force 
was sent out by a private person. 


The voyage ot the Kosslyu Castle from 


South Africa was marred by a fatal out- 
break of enteric fever, to which Lieu- 
tenant Sutton of Quebec- and Sergeant 
Trumpeter In^lis of Winnipeg succumb- 
ed. 
The lalrer died New Year's day 


and was buried at sea. 
The officer died 


Sunday last, and his body was brought 
to land. 
Mrs. Sutton. who is a daugh- 


ter of Judge Kouthier of Quebec, was 
here to meet her husband and received a 
terrible shock on meeting her husband's 
body being landed from the transport. 
Sutton and Inglis both served in every

participated in South Africa and were in

Sorting; Sawed Lumber, 


"Tho Story of a Pino Board" is 


the articles in St. Nicholas, tlr. W. S 
Harwood, who writes it, tells of thu 
growth of the tree, the felling of it by 
lumbermen, its passage to thu mill and i 
the cutting into boaxds. 
Then he says:

A system of rollers carries the sa^\ed I 


lumber and the slabs from the saws to tho j 
distant end of the mill, where tho boards 
are trimmed and sorted. 
The rollers aro 


revolving cyclinders of steel, raised just 
enough from the tables in which they arc 
set to keep the lumber in motion. Stand- 
ing at the end of the roller carriage, a 
blue * bloused workman with his bharp 
picaroon directs the board in any direction 
he wishes, the rough slabs being sent 
along one set of subordinate rollers to bo 
shaved up into shingles or ripped into 
kindling for city consumption, while thu 
boards pass up a broad, inclined table, 
where whizzing little saws trim them and 
saw them into the requisite lengths. In a 
high cage near the top of tho room a work- 
man operates a scries of levers like those 
in uso in ti railway switchyard, directing 
the pieces of lumber as they pass up the 
incline. The lumber then tumbles down 
the other side of the incline and is ready 
for piling.

most and keep things shipshape.

rival each other at raising turkeys and 
chickens, and will walk miles hunting up 
some secretive guinea hen's nest or search- 
ing for a missing duckling that has stray- 
ed off from the brood. Tho sewing that 
they do is crude. Some of the quilts that 
they are so proud of look grotesque 
enough because of inaccuracy in the cut- 
ting and carrying out of the pattern, but 
they are a monument to tho patience and 
industry of the makers, when one thinks 
how rough and coarse from hard labor 
are tho hands that wield ^the clumsy scis 
sors, big needle and coarse ball thread 
with which they are made. The garments 
they make are cut out on the original 
scale, with little regard to fit, but the 
studies hold firmly, and tho forms, large 
and sn::Ul, that wear tho clothes are so 
well knit and lusty that the garments 
s>ocu fall into shape.

The story of the two monuments dates

In 1851 George "Wash- 
ington made his escape from a Virgin:a 
plantation and after months of adventure 
reached the spot where the monuments 
stand- Choosing to live in freedom hcr< 
in the mountain fastnesses, he built for 
himself a rude hut and lived the life of 
hermit for a period of 12 years. Gray and 
bent with years, he finally passed away t< 
his reward, alone, as he had lived. 
Afte 


many days the body was found in a kneel- 
ing position under a giant pine overlook- 
ing the valley. 
The elements of deeper tragedy enter 


into the story of the unknown. Four 
years after Washington had taken up his 
abode ou the mountain the unknown, also 
a fugitive slave, reached the spot in safety 
and found shelter iu the hermit's hut. For 
two years they lived together in peace and 
safety, but one day word reached the un- 
known that the agents of his former mas- 
ter were on his track and were but a few 
miles distant. Choosing death ratl^r than 
a return to slavery or the betrayal of his 
friend's hiding place, the unknown stole 
away amid the rocks and there died by his 
own hand. 


A. few years_ago the remains of the two 


slaves were buried side by side, close by 
their cabin, and a funeral service was 
held in the presence of a large number ot 
people. The monuments were erected bj 
the colored people of the state shortly aft 
crward.—Kew York Sun.

COLUMBUS A PIRATE. 


Frank H. Stockton Says the Discoverer 


Disobeyed Queen Isabella's Orders. 
Frank R. Stockton, in his story, "The 


Buccaneers of Our Coast," in St. Nich- 
olas, says: 
It is not necessary for us to enter very 


deeply into the consideration of the policy 
of Columbus toward the people of the is- 
lands of the West Indies. His second voy- 
age was nothing more than an expedition 
for the sake of plunder. He had discov- 
ered gold and other riches in tho West In- 
dies, and he had found that the people 
•who inhabited the islands were simple 
hearted, inoffensive creatures 
who did 


not know how to fight and who did not 
want to fight. Therefore, as it was so 
easy to sail his ships into -the .harbors of 
the dofenselcss islands, to subjugate the 
natives and to take away the products of 
their mines jind soil, he commenced a ver- 
itable cotirse of piracy. 


The acquisition of gold and all sorts of 


plunder seemed to be the sole object cf 
this Spanish expedition, and natives were 
enslaved and subjected to tho groatett 
hardships, so that they died in great num- 
bers. At one time 300 of them were sent as 
slaves to Spain. A pack of bloodhounds, 
which Columbus had brought with him 
for the purpose, was used to hunt down 
tho poor Indians when they endeavored to 
escape from the hands of the oppressors, 
and in every way the island of Hayti, the 
principal scone of the actions of Colum- 
bus, was treated as if its inhabitants had 
committed a dreadful crime by being in 
possession of the wealth w-hioh the Span- 
iards desired for themselves. 


Queen Isabella was greatly opposed to 


these cruel and unjust proceedings. She 
eent back to their native Itvnd the slaves 
•which Columbus had shipped to Spain, 
and she gave positive ordora that no more 
of the inhabitants were to be enslaved and 
that they were all to be treated with mod- 
eration and kindness. But tho Atlantic 
is a wide ocean, and Columbus, far away 
from his royal patron, paid little attention 
to her wishes and commands, and with- 
out going further into the history of this 
period, we will simply mention the fact 
that it was on account of his alleged atroc- 
ities that Columbus was superseded in his

Tcnnyson*s Fondness For the Sea. 


In his preoccupation with ideas of poetic 


workmanship Tennyson walked about tho 
world forever prepared to seize with deli- 
cate exactitude impressions of physical 
beauty. In all his journeyings he was 
watching for effects, for conditions, for 
phenomena, which he could use as the il- 
lustration or the ornament of moral ideas. 
And the first place must be given to his 
incomparable study of the sea. 
It is evi- 


dent that the movement of water vras the 
physical face which in the whole of nature 
gave Tennyson the mosS acute pleasure. 
All of us know the exquisite and we may 
have thought tho somewhat bold image 
with which ''Audley Court" closes. Here 
is the source of it, in a note made at Tor- 
quay in 1842, "I saw a star of phosphor- 
escence made by the buoy appearing and 
disappearing in the dark sea." The sea on 
the coast of the English channel displeased 
him. 
It is "not grand," he wrote, "only 


an angry, curt sea." 


"The finest seas I have ever seen are at 


Valcntia, on the west coast of Ireland, 
Mablethorpe, in Lincolnshire and in Corn- 
wall. At Valentin the sea is grand, 
without any wind blowing nnd seemingly 
without a wave. But with the momentum 
of the Atlantic behind it dashes up into 
foam—blue diamonds it looks like—all 
along tho rocks, like ghosts playing at 
hide nnd seek. 
When I was in Cornwall, 


it had blown a storm of wind and rain foi 
days and all of a sudden fell into perfect 
calm. I was a little inland of tho cliffs 
when, after a space of perfect silence, a 
long roll of thunder, from some wave 
rushing into a cavern, I suppose, came up 
from the distance and died away. I nevci 
felt silence like that."—Edmund Gosso in 
North American Review,

THE OLD PILGRIMS. 


How They Blade Their Journeys to the 


Holy Xand. 


In the era which immediately preceded 


the era of the crusades the goal of ..the pil- 
grim was usually Jerusalem, and that for 
obvious reasons- Jerusalem, according to 
the confused geography of that age, was 
not; only the center of the world, not only 
a city that was the joy of the whole earth 
and at unity in itself, but the city where 
the Lord was slain and the joy of the 
whole earth. 
!Xo devout Jew ever rever- 


enced its earth or took greater pity upon 
its stones than did the pilgrims who went 
from the north and from the south, from 
the cast and from the west, to gaze tipon 
the holy sepulcher, just as devout follow- 
ers of the false prophet repair nowadays 
to the Kaaba at Mecca. "The roads," says 
the historian Gibbon in his "Decline and 
Fall of the Eoman Empire," "were covered 
with multitudes of either sex and of every 
rank, who professed their contempt of life 
so soon as they should have kissed the 
tomb of their Redeemer. Princes and 
prelates abandoned the care of their do- 
minions, and the numbers of these pious 
caravansjivas a prelude to the armies which 
marched In the ensuing age under the ban- 
ner of the cross." 


So late as the year 1524 Wynkyn de 


\Vorde printed a book called " The Infor- 
mation For Pilgrims Unto the Holy 
Land." The book contained a table oi 
routes and distances measured by thc- 
leaguo and the mile to every important 
shrine. It contained also a statement oi 
the change of money for England to Kor.it 
nncl Venice. The compiler of this ecclesi- 
astical Murray or Baedeker was kind 
enough to give the intending tourist very 
valuable information respecting the stock 
of provisions, the best ways of traveling, 
steamers, diligences and railways being all' 
unconteinplated; how to contract with 
the masters of vessels, what havens to 
touch at between Venice and Yafa, an 
itinerary of the pilgrimage to Jerusalem, 
the sacred-spots near at hand worthy of a 
visit, and among these the mounts ol 
Olives and Zion, the valleys of Jehosaphat 
and Siloam, with Bethlehem, Bethany, 
Nazareth and the Jordan, as may be sup 
posed, figure very prominently.—Gentle- 
man's Magazine.

Those not 


on country roads were found on the 
large rivers, shifting their dates to suit 
the seasons all the way from St. Paul 
and Cincinnati to Cairo, Ills., and New 
Orleans. 
The late Coiouel Dan Rice, 


who probably pleased more people as a 
clown than any other sawdust king, was 
a striking figure among the performing 
river craft and one o£ the first to put his 
show on the rails.

water Is sometimes used in removing ink 
spots, especially when the ink spot is on 
paper, as on the margin of a good book. 
One teaspoonful of the. oxalic acid and 
water to make a saturated solution are 
the only needfuls. 
Dip a finger in the 


solution and press it gentl.f into the ink 
spot. If this is done repeatedly and with- 
out rubbing the paper, the objectionable 
blot will eventually fade from view. An- 
other method of removing ink marks 
from paper is to mix a tenspoonful of 
chloride of lime with water just suffi- 
cient to cover it. Apply this with a soft 
cloth, nit-rely patting the spot. As either 
intentional writing or mere blots will 
yield before this sort of treatment, care 
must be exercised in its use. 
Printing 


ink is, however, quite safe from the as- 
saults of either lime or the acid. 


Thumb marks on the pages of books 


may be removed by first rubbing the spots 
with soft bits of stale bread. Whatever 
remains of the marks after that treat- 
ment may need n. gentle touching up with 
a bit of cloth dampened in the oxalic 
acid and water solution. If by any mis- 
chance a large and obnoxious grease spot 
should fall upon a page or some pages of 
a book, it may be removed. Put n piece 
of blotting paper under the spot and an- 
other piece of blotting paper over it and 
then^add the weight of a warm iron. 
MuelJ of the grease will come out and be 
absorbed by the paper. ITeat a very lit- 
tle essential oil of turpentine till it is very 
hot, then apply it to the still warm and 
greasy leaf of the book, spreading it on 
both sides with a clean brush.

The two advanced points have been 


well likened to a couple of electric but- 
tons, which, on being touched, thrill the 
alarm down both flanks throughout the 
entire length of the column with which 
they are in communication. The simile 
is not quite perfect, however, for the 
alarm is sounded by these living electric 
buttons while yet the danger is remote. 
Some hundreds of yards in the rear of 
the cavalry screen comes the advanced 
guard, subdivided into a vanguard and 
a main guard. This latter constitutes 
the first fighting unit of the advancing 
column, and its strength is of course pro- 
portionate to the strength of the force 
it is covering. With it are field and ma- 
chine guns, sappers, miners, engineers, 
ambulances, reserve ammunition wagons 
and so forth. In fact, the advance guard 
of a large column constitutes in itself a 
fighting force—a miniature army, so to 
speak, complete in practically all essen- 
tial details. 
After the advanced guard 


has passed we shall probably see, emerg- 
ing from the clouds of dust which al- 
ways except in wet weather envelops as 
with a mantle a column on the inarch, 
another solitary pair of horsemen and 
then at intervals another and yet an- 
other. 
These are the connecting links. 


A'half troop, or perhaps, if the force is 
a large one, a whole troop of cavalry 
will come next, then tnoi-e connecting 
links and lastly the officer commanding, 
surrounded and accompanied by his staff. 
The uninitiated in matters military will 
now probably expect to see the main 
body of the army, but no. A single in- 
fantry battalion, or maybe two, will per- 
haps pass, inarching strictly "to atten- 
tion," bayonets fixed and officers' swords 
carried naked at the slope, after which 
there will heave slowly into sight ca ap- 
parently endless train of field artillery, 
machine guns, ammunition wagous, am- 
bulances, tool cans, forage and store 
wagous and numbers of led horses. It is 
only when this heterogeneous procession 
has coine to an cud that the thickening 
of the dust cloud and the measured 
tramp, tramp, tramp, herald the ap- 
proach of the infantry brigades. On they 
come, lilies at tho slope or at the tnil, 
talking, laughing, joking, singing, smok- 
ing, 
as though war and its attendant 


horrors were a thousand miles away. On 
they come—and still on! Battalion after 
battalion, brigade after brigade. 


It becomes almost monotonous after 


nwhile, for the mighty lighting machines, 
each composed oC l.OUO or more individu- 
al fighting units, swing past with me- 
chanical precision of gigantic automata. 
Everything moves as if by clockwork 
Thirty paces interval is the regulation 
distance between battalions and brigades, 
and 30 paces interval it is—no more, no 
less. There is no slackening, no bi-sitan- 
cy, for all the apparent free and easiness. 
A company lags but n foot or two. It is 
spurred sharply forward by a biting 
phrase—half 
expostulatiou, 
half 
com- 


mand—uttered by its captain. A battal- 
ion does likewise, and a wave from the 
hand of its ever watchful chief s»onds the 
adjutant galloping down the right Uauk, 
exploding as he goes. 
So is the force

''Pain is a great mystery," remarked n 


physician of this city who has a fondness 
for the recondite side of his profession. 
"It is claimed -by certain theorists that 
people who are placed under the influence 
of an anaesthetic for surgical operations 
really suffer everything they would other- 
wise, but forget about it when they re- 
turn to' consciousness, and a good many 
ingenious arguments are advanced t 
support the proposition. 
It is rather a • 


ghastly idea, and I am glad to say that 
the real evidence is all the other way, but 
it is a pretty well established fact that 
certain ^anaesthetics—elhcr, for instance, 
And nitrous oxide gas—will sometimes 
prevent suffering wiiiMttt Q&sJf'fipiag con- 
sciousness of pain. 


"That sountJs like a paradox and is 


somewhat difficult to explain without be- 
coming more paradoxical still. The ef- 
fect of the antesthetic in the strange 
cases to which I refer is to render paiu 
pleasant. 
While apparently insensible, 


the patient is fully conscious of every- 
thing that is going on, and the nerves re- 
spond as readily as ever, but instead of 
producing physical discomfort the effect 
is exactly the reverse. 


"I have encountered several anomalies 


of that kind and one quite recently. 
The 


subject was a middle aged man whose 
foot had been injured in an accident. 
1 


had to amputate the two last toes, and 
the operation, which was under ether, 
lasted about 20 roiuntes. When the man 
recovered from the influence of iho drug, 
he tried to tell me about his sensations, 
but although he strugided hard he could 
find no words in which to express them. 
'I felt all the pain,' he said, 'but some- 
bow it didn't hurt me.' 'Then it wasn't 
pain." said I. endeavoring to draw hi IP 
out. 'Oh, yes it was,' be replied earnest 
ly, 'but I liked it; I didn't want yon to 
stop.' lie repeated a number of things 
that had been said during the operation 
and it was evident that he had been 
conscious all the while—at least conscious 
of his surroundings. 


"The other patients seemed to have had 


practically the same experience and en- 
countered the same difficulties in making 
themselves understood. They were try- 
ing to express the inexpressible. 
Such 


instances are, of course, rare, but they 
are familiar to almost every surgeon in 
general practice. Explain them? I don't 
attempt to."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.
